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THE      TATS      AND      OILS  SITUATION 


Donestic  production  of  fat's  gfid  oils  from  domestic  and  inported  materi- 
als is  expected  "by  the  Bureau  o if  Agricultural  Blcononics  to  "be  about  the  sane 
this  year  as  last.     The  I935  production  -.-.f  S.6  "billion  pounds  was  the  largest 
since  1929,    The  increase  last  year  over  the  8  "billion  -nounds  produced  in  1937 
was  due  almost  entirely  to  increased  -->roduction  from  domestic  materials,  since 
imports  of  raw  materials  for  manufacture  were  reduced  considerably. 

The  Bureau  also  expects  that  the  production  of  food  fats  and  oils  from 

materials  produced  on  farms  in  the  United  States  will  "be  a'bout  the  same  as  the 

estimate  of  nearly  6.5  hillion  -noxinds  produced  in  193S.    Tlie  substantial  in- 

crease  in  prospect  for  lard  -nroduction  nay  "be  more  than  offset  "by  a  decrease 

in  cottonseed  oil  production  and  imports.     Some  increase  also  is  •nro'bable  in 

butter,  soybean,  corn,  and  -neanut  oils. 

The  estimated  6.5  billion  pounds  -"iroduced  from  domestic  materials  of  the 
principal  food  fats  -  butter,  lq.rd,  cottonseed,  soybean,  corn,  and  peanut  oils, 
and  the  edible  beef  fats  -  in  193^  exceeded  the  average  of  5.^  billion  pounds 
■nroduced  in  193^37 »  "^^^^  was  the  same  as  tho  1929-33  average.    The  5- year 
1929-33  average  was  equalled  in  193S  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  lard  -nroduction 
in  193s  was  only  I.7  billion  pounds  coirmared  with  an  average  of  2.3  billion 
pounds  in  1929-33 •    "^^e  decreased  lard  production  was  balanced  by  increased 
production  of  soybean,  com,  and  peamit  oils. 

Production  of  fats  and  oils  in  the  United  States  was  at  a  reduced  level 
from  193^  through  1937  chiefly  because  of  the  effects  of  the  drought  upon 
butter  and  lard  producti  n  and  the  effects  of  the  smaller  cotton  acreage  upon 
cottonseed  oil  -nroduction.    Production  increased  in  193^  as  a  result  of  the 
large  cotton  crop  in  1937  ^-^d  the  increase  in  hog  production  in  1938, 

Anparent  disappearance  of  all  prin-ry  fats  and  oils  in  I938  totaled 
about  9.2  billion  -rounds,  connared  with  9.3  billion  -nounds  in  I937  and  9.2 
billion  pounds  in  193^.    These  are  the  only  3  years  on  record  in  which  apparent 
disapr>earance  -passed  the  9  billion  pound  mark.     The  average  for  1929-33  was 
8.5  billion  pOT^nds.    The  decrea-^e  of  about  100  million  pounds  in  total  disap- 
pearane*  of  all  fats  and  oils  in  I938  compared  with  I937  was  due  to  a  decrease 
in  the  disappearance  of  the  major  drying  oils.    Disappearance  of  linseed,  tung, 
and  perilla  oils  in  1938  was  16O  million  pounds  less  than  in  1937 .  disap- 
pearanne  of  fats  and  oils  other  than  drying  oils  was  larger. 
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Inports  of  flaxseed,  in  terns  of  oil  equivalent,  and  of  tung  and  r)erilla 
oils  in  193s  viere  30O  million  pounr''s  less  thpji  in  1937>  while  irmorts  of  fats 
and  oils  other  than  •.-''rying  oils  were  ahout  60O  nillion  pounris  less  in  1938  than 
in  1937. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  while  net  inports  of  drving  oils  renresented  67 
.percent  of  t'le  total  disappearance  of  drying  oils  in  1938  and  55  percent  of  the 
average  total  disa-^p -arance  in  the  10  years  1923-32,  the  net  irriorts  of  other 
fats  and  oils  represented  ahout  I3  percent  of  the  total  disappearance  of  other 
fats  and  oils  in  1938  and  averaged  ahout  6  percent  in  the  ^yeaxs  1929-33- 
("Net  in-)Orts"  in  this  case  represents  total  inports  less  ex'orts  of  food  fats 
and  oils,  including  lard.)

Outlook  for  Pats  and  Oils 

It  now  appears  -^robable  th-t  the  total  domestic  ^>roduction  of  fats  and 
oils  in  1939  ^111  ^-■'^t  be  grep.tly  different  from  thQ.  ^iroduction  in  1938.  A 
substantial  increase,  perhaps  360  nillion  i:)0\inds  or  nore,  in  lard  -nroduction 
;is  expected.     If  the  1939  cottn  crop  should  be  no  larger  than  IT  nillion 
bales,  however,  the  decrease  in  --rod.uction  of  cottonseed  oil  would -'more  than 
offset  the  increase  in  lard  p.roduction.     It  is  expected  that  the  '1939  produc- 
tion of  butter,  soybean,  corn,  and  peanut  oils  will  be  somewhat  larger  than 
that  of  193g. 
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The  prod'Jcticn  of  food  fats  and  oils  from  materials  produced  on  f.-^.ms 
in  the  United  States  in  193S  is  estimated  to  "be  nearly  6.5  "billion  po-unds. 
This  includes  alnost  all  of  the  donestic  -production  of  fats  and  oils  fron 
naterials  raised  in  this  country,  except  flaxseed  and  linseed  oil.     It  is 
expected  that  the  production  of  food  fats  and  oils  in  1939  will  "be  a"bout  the 
sane  as  thr'.t  of  last  year. 

Imports  of  food  fats  and  oils  a^d  of  raw  naterials  for  their  manufacture 
nay  he  a'bout  the  sarie  in  1939  s-s  in  1932,  with  pcssi'bly  sone  reduction  in  cot- 
tonseed oil  imports  and  will  reflect  chiefly  the  increased  -^rod^jction  of  lard. 
It  is  pro"'oa"ble,  however,  that  irrports  of  dr^/ing  oils  and  raw  naterials  for  such 
oils  will  "ce  larger  in  1939  tha.n  in  193o»  "because  of  the  expansion  in  the 
demand  for  such  oils  in  this  co-antry  resulting  from  increased  "building  activity. 

Sxports  of  lard  from  the  United  States  in  1939  expected  to  te  some- 

what larger  than  in  193?,  as  lard  production  will  "be  considerahly  larger  this 
yepj*  than  last.     The  increase  In  lard  exoorts,  however,  will  "be  limited  hj  the 
lack  of  foreign  outlets.     At  the  present  time  Great  Britain  and  Cu'ba  are  the 
chief  foreign  markets  for  American  lard,  and  little  expansion  of  exports  to 
our  form.er  important  foreign  markets,  s-ijch  as  Germany,  appears  pro"bahle. 

Trom  the  standpoint  of  prospective  supplies  in  1939  and  perhaps  in 
19^0  there  appears  to  "be  little  reason  for  expecting  any  significant  advance 
in  prices  of  fats  and  oils  in  this  country.     The  domestic  production  of  fats 
and^oils  in  1939  pro'ba"bly  will  "be  only  slightly  smaller  than  in  vears  of 
relatively  large    production,  such  as  1929,  1932,  and  1933- 

It  is  noteworthy,  ho^vever,  that  the  total  production  of  food  fats  and 
oils  in  1939  will  ce  only  slightly  smaller  than  in  I929,  although  lard  pro- 
duction this  year  will  "be  a'bout  3OO  or  UOO  million  pounds  smaller  than  in 
1929.     Butter  production  this  year  will  "be  somewhat  larger  than  in  I929,  and 
the  production  of  soy"bean  oil,  which  was  11  million  pounds  in  I929,  nay  "be 
more  than  350  million  pounds  this  year.    As  a  further  increase  in  hog  prod^oc- 
tion  is  expected,  lard  production  in  I9U0  will  "be  larger  than  in  the  present 
year.     Thus,  if  crop  production  is  a'bout  average  this  year  and  next,  it  may 
"be  that  the  total  domestic  production  of  fats  and  oils  in  I9U0  will  "ce 
larger  than  in  I929  and  perhaps  the  irgest  on  record. 

Dem.and  for  fats  and  oils  in  this  country,  reflecting  chiefly  changes 
in  husiness  activity  and  rational  income,  proDa^blj/  will  he  stronger, in  1939 
than  in  193"»  ^'^^  foreign  demand  for  fats  and  oils  in  recent  months  has  teen 
decidedly  weaker  than  a  year  earlier.     One  of  the  important  factors  in  the 
recent  weakness  in  foreign  demand  has  hsen  the  decline  in  the  exchange  value 
of  the  pound  sterling  and  some  other  foreign  currencies.
